AMERICAN FOOD AND FRENCH MARKET 


By Georce H. JACKSON, 
U. S. Consul at La Rochelle, France. 


There seems to be a total lack of effort on 
the part of American exporters to introduce 
into France certain vegetable products which 
are very plentiful in the United States and 
are practically unknown here. I refer particu- 
larly to maize, groundnuts or peanuts, oats and 
wheat for table use, and sweet potatoes. I 
might also add American fresh fruits. 

-This part of France produces a yellow maize 
of a very inferior quality, used for feeding 
farm stock. Small quantities are ground for 
table use, but as the meal is poorly made and 
turns bitter eight or ten days after leaving the 
mill it is not only not a popular article of diet, 
but is the cause of a prejudice against maize 
as human food. 

The fine quality of American granulated yel- 
low corn meal is much appreciated in a very 
limited circle. The people generally know 
nothing about white and yellow cornmeal, 
hominy, samp, and hulled corn, valuable and 
cheap articles of diet. The introduction of 
“johnnycake” to the French public might prove 
a profitable departure for the United States 
exporter. 

What is said of maize for table use may be 
said largely of oats and wheat. Small quan- 
tities of Scotch oatmeal find their way to 
the larger towns, but, being generally un- 
known, it is not popular. Crushed or broken 
wheat is not used at all and has hardly been 
heard of. 

The sweet potato is better known, but is not 
generally used, as the quantities received in 
this part of France are limited and the quality 
not of the bect. Sweet potatoes come prin- 
cipally from Spain. Although I have trav- 
eled for several years in France and have con- 
sequently eaten at many hotels, I have never 
seen sweet potatoes either served or mentioned 
in the bills of fare. This article of diet when 
of superior quality, would surely tempt the 
fine palate of the French public, and might 
become a lucrative business to American 
growers. In considering the best means of 
rendering popular the above-mentioned articles, 
it would seem that a lot of earnest and prac- 
tical advertising should be done, and of this 
more efficient than the posters on the bill- 
boards and notices in periodicals would be an 
organized effort by which these edibles, prop- 
erly cooked in various fashions, could be tast- 
ed in several stores in every large city. 


The attempt to do this at Paris during the 
exposition of 1900 was a failure, as far as 
France is concerned, because the number of 
French people reached by this method was 
comparatively few. ‘There seems to be abso- 
lutely no reason why the above-mentioned 
food products should not become popular dishes 
on French tables. As food, they are both 
healthy, cheap and nutritious. 

I should like also to mention in this place 
the American peanut, or groundnut. Immense 


quantities of these nuts are received in France 


from the west coast of Africa and are used to 
make oil. In some ports they are received in 
shiploads of 2,000 or 3,000 tons at a time. 
I do not know that any come from the United 
States. Roasted peanuts are rarely seen on 
the streets or in the shops for sale, and there 
are no peanut venders on the streets or at the 
grain fairs. The few that are sold roasted 
come from Spain principally, and are small in 
size and of inferior quality as compared with 
the American product. 

Lastly, I wish to call to the attention of our 
fruit growers the fact that American fruits 
are scarce in Frence; I refer to dried, canned, 
and fresh fruits. American prunes ##d dried 
apples are in very strong favor, but the op- 
portunities for placing our dried apples are 
still many. 

California and tinned fruits are to be found 
in many large grocery stores; but as these 
fruits are unknown generally and dear in price, 
comparatively small quantities are sold. What 
is needed for the development of the trade in 
these goods, dried as well as canned, is direct 
relations, in order to avoid the large commis- 
sions which are lucrative to the agent to a 
certain degree, but ruinous to the trade. 

Concerning fresh fruits, there is very much 
to be done. Our apples, pears, peaches, and 
plums I have seen more or less plentifully in 
English cities; in France they are rare, even 
at Paris, and, outside of that city, practically 
unknown.

NO BOILED TONGUES FOR GERMANY. 

Very recently we had to report that the 
import of boiled livers into Germany was 
prohibited by the new inspection law for the 
reason that a reliable inspection of the same 
was deemed impossible by the German Gov- 
ernment. All inspection stations have re- 
fused the admission of boiled livers, accord- 
ingly, since July 31. 

A late communication from the Chancellor 
goes one better in declaring against the im- 
port also of boiled beef tongues, giving the 
same reason as in the case of livers. 

It sounds rather ironically when the Ger- 
man experts admit the possibility of an ex- 
amination of the whole pluek (tongue, lung, 
heart and liver) when in their natural con- 
nection, in which case their instructions are 
to examine each organ individually, yet the 
utter failure to do so when these very parts 
come in a separated condition is simply i 
conceivable. 
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VIRGINIA-CAROLINA AFFAIRS. 


The Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company 
at its Richmond, Va., annual meeting, has de- 
cided to pass this year’s dividend. A 
finance committee has been found. It consists 
of Edward T. Stotesbury (member of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co.), Samuel Spencer (president 
of the Southern Railway), and Henry 
Walters. Mr. Stotesbury and Norman S. 
Meldrum of the Securities Company, of New 
York, succeed W. B. Chisholm, of Charleston, 
s. C., and F. B. Dancey, of Atlanta, Ga., as 
director. Director J B Duke (of the Amer- 
ican Tobucco Company) was not present. The 
meeting issued the following statement to the 
stockholders of the company :

“Your board of directors desire to say that 
for the year ended June 15, 1903, the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Company actually 
sold and delivered 982,000 tons of fertilizer, 
being an increase of 26 per cent. over its busi- 
ness of the preceding year. In addition to this 
they manufactured 100,000 tons more of com- 
pleted fertilizer, which they were unable to 
deliyer because the railroads could not furnish 
transportation.

ca to advance to the company, from time to 
time, during the next twelve months, as re- 
quired, amounts which, together with its other 
resources, your directors deem, will be amply 
sufficient for all your company’s needs. Such 
advances will be made upon the unsecured 
notes of your company, leaving your com- 
pany’s assets in its treasury free for use in 
its current business, as heretofore, thus indi- 
eating the high credit which it enjoys among 
the leading bankers. 

“Although the company now has more than 
$8,500,000 cash working capital, the business 
offering each year has increased to such an 
extent that your directors deem it essential 
that some plan should be divised for the per- 
Manent provision of additional cash working 
capital, so that the necessity for borrowing 
80 large an amount of money during certain 
months of the year may be avoided. It is ex- 
pected, that, through the co-operation of the 
bankers above mentioned, some adequate plan 
will be devised at an early date to accomplish 
this purpose. In the meantime, until such

This is but one of the liberal and 
unprecedented rules made possible by the ex- 
position’s generous management relative to 
livestock prize money and expenses. I trust, 
therefore, that in your inspection of the Prize 
List the fact will be borne in mind that it 
must and should in make 
new standards and precedents of its own, 
and that in consequence departures from the 
usual course will be found.

The grounds, amphitheater, buildings, stables 
and all needed conveniences will be provided 
for the exhibiton and judging of livestock to 
the best advantage, and every facility afford- 
ed for the entertainment and instruction of 
visitors interested in animal husbandry and 
its wonderful modern progress.” 

There will be twenty-one classes of cattle. 
The total awards in these classes will take 
$64,030. 

Sheep will have fifteen classes and goats 
three, with prizes amounting to $42,809. 

The hog prizes will take $32,186. The low- 
est is $488. 

Poultry prizes call for $11,786. 

Livestock will be exhibited from August 22 
on. The ages of cattle, sheep and hogs will 
be reckoned from the date of birth to Septem- 
ber 1, 1904.

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RANGE STOCK 


Chief F. D. Coburn, of the Livestock De- 
partment of the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion at St. Louis, Mo., has sent the following 
reply to Secretary Chas. F. Martin of the 
National Livestock Association in regard to 
the exhibition of range cattle at the great 
fair next year: 

My Dear Sir.—Through the columns of the 
press there comes to my attention, among 
other material of similar tenor, what pur- 
ports to be an interview with or from you 
wherein is arraigned somewhat severely the 
management of the Universal Exposition of 
1904 (or rather Chief Coburn) for some al- 
leged “ruling” whereby “range cattle are dis- 
criminated against;” it’s “enormous injus- 
tice,” and saying, “It is wrong to bar these 
cattle from the Exposition,” ete. 

I am inclined to think there is considerable 
misapprehension on the part of several worthy 
gentlemen as to these matters, and beg to 
suggest that the rules, regulations and prize- 
list of the exposition, which will be published 
within a few days, and constitute the “rul- 
ings” that obtain, make no _ specifications 
whatever, pro or con, as to “range” cattle, 
and do not specify where, by whom or how 
any animal shall be reared for which a prize 
is offered. On the other hand every breed, 
every breeder and every exhibitor is in that 
respect placed on exactly the same footing and 
is not discriminated either for or against, and 
no questions are asked as to whether he or it 
comes from New Mexico or Novia Scotia, Col- 
orado or Cuba, Tasmania or Tennessee, Mis- 
souri or Manitoba. 

The enterprise at St. Louis is to be an uné- 
versal exposition, where high quality illustrat- 
ing breed types and possibilities, and not mere 
numbers, will be considered, and its plans are 
not made with any particular locality, alti- 
tude, climate or vegetation singled out for 
special consideration. Competition open to one 
is alike open to all, and every exhibitor is priv- 
ileged to make, if he so elects, not one but 
two entries in every ring provided for, 
throughout a classification which for breadth 
and scope was never before approached. 

In the matter of numbers, “bunches,” 
“droves,” and “carloads” the yards at any 
leading market afford a livestock show, and 
a good one, every week day in the year, where 
prizes are awarded daily in the form of top 
prices to exhibitors of the best, for car loads 
and even train loads, sut the World’s Fair 
of 1904 is on a different scale, for a different 
purpose, and is not in the slightest degree as- 
suming or wishing to be either an opponent or 
a competitor of other enterprises so entirely 
legitimate. 

To the man, wheresoever he be, on or off the 
range (outside of quarantined territory) who 
has the cattle and the courage to compete there 
is for example open for any one of the four 
leading beef breeds opportunity and invitation 
to enter and exhibit without money and with- 
out price eighty-six animals (equivalent to 
five, six or seven carloads) for 119 cash prizes 
aggregating $5,980, besides forty diplomas and 
certificates of commendation. Of this, $1,150 
in cash prizes is offered on twenty pure bred 
and grade steers or spayed heifers of each 
breed. .He may win as much as $375 on the 
showing of a single cow or bull, or $240 on 
one grade steer or spayed heifer. 


NOT ALLOWED 


If he is partial to any one of the four less 
popular beef or dual-purpose breeds, such as 
the Red Polled, Polled Durham, Devon, or 
Brown Swiss, the door stands open through 
which he may enter in the breeding rings 
sixty-six head of each breed for 119 cash 
prizes aggregating $4,105, besides forty 
diplomas. If steers or spayed heifers of 
either of these secondary breeds are his spec- 
ialty he can enter twenty head of them and 
$870 in cash is hung up for him, $90 of 
which he may win with a single half-breed 
ealf. If the range presents at St. Louis 
in 1904 the animals of highest merit, 
pure-bred or grade, male or female, breeders 
or non-breeders, fat or lean, they will easily 
secure the highest prizes, and no one will be 
less dissatisfied than the management here, 
but no special dispensations can be made

The working of the oleomargarine law has 
attracted the attention of the public and the 
press in various parts of the country because 
of its oppressiveness to so many industries di- 
indirectly affecting the former, 
and consumer, while partly help-

ing only a comparatively small section of the 
dairy interest. The New Orleans “Times- 
Democrat” has carefully investigated this op- 
pressive act’s effect upon the South, and says 
that when a nortbern industry is_ threat- 
ened with serious competition from the 
South an appeal is made to Congress for 


the passage of some law to handicap the de- 
velopment of the Southern industry so as 
to give that in the Northern States an ad- 
vantage. This clearly and unmistak- 
ably instanced when, a year or two ago, 
the oleomargarine bill brought up and 
passed in spite of the strenuous opposition 
of nearly all the Southern members. One of 
the sins of omission of the American people 
lies in their addiction to the consumption of 
animal fats instead of the use of the more 


wholesome,

more cleanly and cheaper vege- 
Our neighbors across the ocean 
are wiser than we in this particular, and 
olive oil takes the place in their cuisine 
which hog’s lard and butter so largely occu- 
py in our own. The result is a less dys- 
peptic and generally more healthy people 
over there; their stomachs are not spoiled 
by too much animal grease. Now the oil ob- 
tained from Southern cottonseed is very 
similar in its nature and properties to the 
olive oil—so much so, indeed, that we ques- 
tion if much of the so-called olive oil sold 
in the United States had its origin else- 
where than in our cotton fields, and a very 
large amount is annually exported to the 
shores of the Mediterranean to be mixed 
with the pure olive oil there. When the 
value of the cottonseed oil began to be un- 
derstood and the great packing houses were 
established, the question of what to do with 
the by-products of the latter was in a meas- 
ure solved by the admixture of the cotton 
oil, beef suet, and hog’s lard into that sub- 
stitute for—and, barring the prejudice 
which habit and education have built in us, 
that improvement on—butter. Hon. John 
Sharp Williams, the able and brilliant 
young Congressman from Mississippi, who 
will probably be the minority leader in the 
next Congress, gave the oleomargarine in- 
dustry a thorough investigation and made 
an unanswerable speech on the question 
which should—but did not—have killed 
the contention of the Northern dairymen 
that it was an impure product and that cer- 
tain discriminative legislation was needed 
to protect an unsuspecting people who 
might be led unwarily to swallow the stuff 
for butter. The fact is, the substitute for 
butter was so much cheaper than the dairy 
article, so much more wholesome and equal- 
ly as satisfactory where prejudice did not 
control the taste, that it had sprung into 
popular favor and become a_ strong com- 
petitor of butter in all places where con- 
sumers must buy food of that description. 

In the fight in Congress the dairy in- 
terests were successful. Their success had

Thus the object of the dairymen was ac- 
complished, and the demand for oleomar- 
garine falling off, the dairy products were 
freed in a great measure from dangerous 
competition. 

The oleomargarine law was a severe blow 
to the South. There is not a_ single 
Southern State which is not a large pro- 


ducer of cattle, and the bulk of these find 


their way to the packinghouses. The fact 
that the packinghouses found a_ ready 
market for the beef suet for oleomargarine 
purposes enabled those institutions to pay 
better prices for the beeves they bought. 
The fact that cottonseed oil could be used 


in the manufacture of oleomargarine en- 
hanced the value of that oil in proportion 
to the enlarged demand thereby occasioned, 
and this in turn added to the price of every 
bushel of cottonseed raised and sold _ by 
the farmers of the South. The money which 
comes to the South from these two sources 


has been a very important factor in the 
development of our resources within the 
past few years, and anything which tends 


to diminish our revenue in that direction 
is necessarily a blow at our prosperity and 
an injustice against millions of people for 
the benefit of a comparatively small num- 
ber of dairymen. To show what the effects 
of the oleomargarine law are already, and 
what may be expected of it in the future, 
we quote the following from the “Drovers’ 
Journal,” of Chicago: 

“Beef-raising farmers 
country are beginning to feel the effects 
of the Government restrictions upon the 
production of oleo. In an editorial in these 
columns on Monday of this week we pointed 
out the fact that beef cattle had been re- 
duced in value from $3 to $5 per head on ac- 
count of legislation against  butterine. 
Consumption of oleo has so decreased that 
the demand for oleo oil has diminished so 
greatly that there is no market for what 
has been produced. Consequently, the beef 
suet is being used for tallow and soap pur- 
poses. This affects the farmer directly, be- 
cause one of the leading by-products of the 
packing house is worth about half what it 
formerly was. It is now officially: an- 
nounced that all packers at all points have 
discontinued entirely for several weeks to 
the making of any oleo oil for but- 
terine purposes. This has been rendered 
necessary on account of the oversupply of 
this product. As stated above, this means 
that beef cattle will continue to be worth 
from $3 to $5 per head less than they were 
before butterine was hampered by Gov- 
ernment and State laws. This simply 
means that farmers must stand the loss.” 

The “Drovers’ Journal” is devoted to the 
cattle interest and it deals with the question 
only from the cattleman’s point of view. But 
while the Southern farmers are nearly all 
interested directly or indirectly in the question 
as it affects the price of cattle, their chief 
concern lies in the depressing effect the law

The 
facts rehearsed above, except those of sec- 
tional tinge, have been put forward in its 
columns, in Congress and on the hustings. 
The present campaign against impure milk 
would open the eyes of the people more if 
the crusade were as close and persistent 
against butter—commercial butter. It is high 
time that other than the northern and north- 
western dairy industries got a speaking tube 
in Congress.

We are not only 
asked to purchase and rewear our old dis- 
earded woolen garments in a rewoven and 
bleached or newly colored state, but we are 
also asked to wear the reweaves of imported 
rags. The importers have been bold enough 
to sandwich these old things in amoung cotton 
rugs and sought to secure their free importa- 
tion into this country. This abuse grew so 
alarmingly that the customs authorities have 
required the owners to pick out their wool

STEEL WASTE SOAP STOCK 

White palm oil is used for polishing steel 
plates. Large quantities of this oil is an- 
nually used by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration for the above purpose in the manu« 
facture of steel plates.

United States Consul John FE. Kehl writes 
as follows from Stettin, Germany: 

The society for protecting the general in- 
terests of German commerce and industry have 
petitioned the “Bundesrath” to modify the 
laws of June 3, 1900, and July 12, 1902, re- 
garding the prohibition of importing canned 
meats or sausages, the inspection and exam- 
ination ef cured meats and lard, and the ex- 
cessive for such services.

THE MEAT INSPECTION IN OLDENBURG.

INSPECTION AT NURNBERG.

sons for rejection. The presence of sulphurous 
acid was not observed, and no substitution of 
horse for other meat discovered.

Spurty Conditions Followed by Some Weak- 
ness—Generally Irregular and Insecure 
Prices—Not Much of a Short Interest 
Appearing, as It Had Been Fairly Well 
Protected in Anticipation of Efforts to 
Squeeze It—Cash Lard Hard to Sell. 

The September shorts were somewhat 
alarmed at the close of the previous week, as 
it was realized by them that the market 
could be easily turned. 

But this short interest did not prove as 
large as some of the leaders had expected it 
would; after spurty advances in the prices a 
very calm look of affairs set in, and the en- 
tire hog products positions at length took on 
the weak tone that harmonized with the 
general statistical position of the products 
and the conservative mood of cash buyers of 
them, together with the effect from large hog 
receipts. 

‘Phere are no expectations among hog prod- 
ucts’ buyers of radically lower prices for the 
near future, but only a feeling among them 
that the late advanced prices for the prod- 
ucts was not justified except for speculative 
purposes, and as against shorts; therefore, 
that. the market was likely to settle back to 
near the recent inside figures; the last two or 
three days’ developments show a slightly sink- 
ing tendency. 

The temper of buyers is influenced a good 
deal by the common sentiment of probable 
more favorable prices to them with the fall 

and winter packing; therefore, there is the 
seemingly general disposition. among them 
to allow: their accumulations of stocks to

run low for the intervening period to the fall 
months, 

Many distributers are comesten to buy 
meats freely, those having the Southern trade 
especially; indeed there is a very good home 
consumption of some meats, however restrict- 
ed the export buying is of any class of the 
product; and the stocks of meats are prevent- 
ed from accumulating largely further by 
the home demands and the consignments to 
Europe, united to a few direct foreign bids 
for them. 

But the lard product is under somewhat of 
a cloud as respects satisfactory demands. It 
is imposible to sell it to Europe except at 
prices decidedly under the regular trading 
basis for it as compared with the option 
price, while there are several Western sources 
trying to get bids for the cash delivery of it 
at very irregular and comparatively easy 
prices as against the Chicago held nominal 
price, without much success, at least upon 
the New. York market, to shippers or other 
buyers here. 

Some lard is going out on consignment, but 
direct European demand for it is of a very 
cautious order. 

And the amount of lard being made is of 
somewhat greater volume than at this time 
last year, since the receipts of hogs are fair 
in number while their weights are just now 
about 5 lbs. heavier than in the previous sea- 
son for the corresponding time. The aver- 
age weight of the hogs in Chicago in last 
week was 251 lIbs., against 248 lbs. in the 
previous week and 246 Ibs. last year. 

The fact that the hog supplies for some one 
or two days fell off and that their prices then 
ranged a little higher, as was the case on 
Monday of this week, when hogs advanced 
10@20c. per 100 Ibs. meant little, or rather 
only that farmers occasionally resort to the 








old tactics of holding supplies back, with 
hopes by doing so of firmer market prices 
resulting. Wednesday’s and Thursday’s hog 
receipts were liberal. 

We do not think that the for some time 
rather high prices for corn had hastened sup- 
plies of hogs forward in that degree to ac- 
count for the more recent occasionally mod- 
erate marketings of hogs, despite some opin- 
ions to the contrary. 

There is reason to believe that there are 
plenty of marketable hogs back in the coun- 
try, and that a large supply of them is stead- 
ily coming into marketable condition, by 
which the packing should soon be of even 
more importance, however fairly liberal it is 
at present. 

It rather looks as if the hog products’ mar- 
kets had been supported at times this week 
more for the purpose of freer selling of the 
October option, although at this writing the 
tendency is to an easier basis. 

There has been more activity in the Octo- 
ber option within a few days for pork, lard 
and ribs, and at its distinctly, or about 65 
points, lower prices for lard as compared with 
the September option, while at this writing 
October pork is about 20 points higher than 
September, and October ribs about 10 points 
higher than the September; buyers have been 
taking hold with some confidence the pork 
and ribs, although there is not the degree of 
activity in the October option usually had at 
this time of the year for any product, under 
the more than usual uncertain future con- 
cerning supplies and demands. 


Indeed it may be said that the speculative 
temper among outsiders is of a markedly 
hesitating order, by relation with its usual 
mood, since the outsiders have had a hard 
experience in the last two or three months 
through the fitfulness of affairs, while they 
do not think that they can get a line for 
awhile on the near future or fall options of 
the market; they are, however, spreading a 
little interest to the May delivery of pork. 
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There is likely to be more vitality to af- 
fairs as soon as the extent of the corn crop 
is assured. 

The reports at present concerning the corn 
crop are of a very irregular order, even in 
States which are counted upon for very good 
outturns of the grain, with some localities 
in them reporting excellent conditions and 
other sections of the States implying mark- 
edly doubtful prospects of even a fair yield, 
while there is no question but that a fair por- 
tion of the crop will go into a later harvest- 
ing period than usual and run more than a 
risk than ordinarily of frost damage. 

And news came along this week of less 
favorable cotton crop prospects; however, 
within a day or two the crop weather over 
the South is slightly improved. 

Altogether the speculators consider that the 
present time calls for more than ordinary cau- 
tion in trading, not only in near but for 
future deliveries, and that clearer ideas 
should be had over general crop outcomes 
for ventures in deals other than of a scalp- 
ing order. 

owever slack the trading, the provision, 
and some other food products markets have 
been this week, in the conservative atti- 
tude of buyers, as under their expectations of 
effect of new crop supplies in the fall and 
winter months, it should be considered that 
there are some features now developing which 
will bear close watching. The fact that the 
cotton crop is fully three weeks late, as shown 
by absence of new cotton marketed, to any ex- 
tent, while last year, many days before this 
time, the new cotton was arriving at all 
marketable points is significant of a later pro- 
duction of seed fats; moreover, the corn crop 
is a late one and, as remarked, is more doubt- 
ful than ordinarily of a full crop. 

In the about three weeks’ later period than 
usual of.the cotton crop and in some degree 
of the corn crop, it would seem as if some 
of the fat and meat products would not show 
the expected, by some traders, liberal supplies 
at the blush of the new crop season; rather 
it would appear that the old supplies would 
have to keep out more largely than usual in 
wants in a new crop season, and that a later 
period of the new crop season will be needed 
for justification of some current trade ideas 
of lower prices. 

There has been a light order of business in 
New York in lard, despite the irregular prices 
at which the product has been offered here in 
efforts to sell it. And pork has had slow ex- 
port sales. The compound lard has sold more 
freely here at the late decline to 7c. In city 
meats a fair business done in bellies at steady 
prices; hams sell well; shoulders are very 
slow; sales in New York: 300 bbls. mess 
pork, $14.75@15.25 ; 400 bbls. short clear do., 
$14.25@17; 200 bbls. family do., $17.50@18; 
1,000 tes. Western steam lard on p. t.; quoted 
nominally Chicago basis at about $7.90@8, 
although some points offer to sell for less 
money; city steam about $7.25; 45,000 Ibs.

CHICAGO. 


PACKER HIDES.—Old stock continues 
in sufficiently generous supply to warrant the 
supposition that prices are likely to go lower, 
while inquiry is somewhat stimulated, prices 
are in receding tendency and buying restricted. 
Old hides are not in active request. We 
quote : 

NATIVE STEERS.—Free of brands, 60 
cts. up are in rather firmer position. The 
packers are not disposed to offer present 
holdings excepting at an advance price. About 
14,000 July-August take off moved at 11\4c. 

BUTT-BRANDED STEERS.—60 Ibs. up- 
ward to the number of 8,000. Julys at 10c., 
though present offerings would bring fraction- 
ally less. There are a large number of old 
hides on hand available at 9c. 

COLORADO STEERS.—About 5,000 have 
moved at 10c. Buyers are not disposed to 
offer more than 9%4c. 


TEXAS STEERS.—Heavy hides are avail- 
able at 11%c., which is the best price avail- 
able. Light are in easy tendency. 

HEAVY COWS.—3,000 moved at 10c., and 
are firmly sustained at the price, there being 
a fair demand for desirable stock. August 
hides are held at 10%c. Light cows are an 
indifferent factor at 10c. 


BRANDED COWS have sold up to 5,000 
at 8%c., sales being of small individual size. 
The present kill is large. 

NATIVE BULLS are nominally held at 9c. 
for the late take-off. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—The market is nomi- 
nally firmer than at the last report, there being 
a better demand from local buyers, though 
Eastern operators have been conspicuous by 
their absence. It is claimed that consider- 
able quantities are held at outside points. 
Eastern operators are waiting for more favor- 
able terms before entering the market. 


NO. 1 BUFFS free of brands and grubs, 40 
to 60 lbs., are available at 8%c. for short- 
haired shack; No. 2 is in better request at the 
even money. 

NO. 1 EXTREMES.—25-40 Ibs. are scarce 
and in good request at 9c. Twos bring 8. 
Choice firsts would no doubt bring fractionally 
above 9. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS are 
nominally worth 7%c., with practically noth- 
ing doing. It is reported that there are sev- 
eral thousand on hand, and subject to favor- 
able bidding. 

NO. 1 COWS of brands and grubs, 60 Ibs. 
up, are in a stronger position, owing to light 
receipts. They have sold in a small way at 
8%c., though advance orders would nut be ac- 
cepted at the price. 

BULLS are an indifferent factor, as the 
large buyer has not been in the market. A 
small lot was moved at 7144@8\c. for the two 
selections. 

NO. 1 CALFSKINS, 8@15 lIbs., have been 
in fair movement for country hides at 104%@ 
10%e. 

NO. 1 KIPS, 15@25 lbs., are in active re- 
quest at 10%@lic. for ordinary selection. 
Deacons range from 60@80c., Slunks 40c. 

HORSE HIDES range from $3.40@3.50, 
according to weight, quality and selection. 

SHEEPSKINS has been well cleaned up 
and country dealers experience no trouble in 


moving their receipts. We quote: Green

SUMMARY. 

The Chicago packer market, while steady on 
certain classes of stock, is in receding tend- 
ency on pthers. There is a somewhat stimu- 
lated inquiry which crystalizes into business 
but slowly. The country market is also 
rather firmer, owing to the operation of local 
rather than Eastern buyers, who manifest a 
disposition to hold off. The Boston situation 
continues apathetic, buyers showing little in- 
terest beyond immediate needs.

New York is 
quiet and in easy tendency in a general way, 
though considerable stock has moved recently. 
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FEEDING AT THE STOCK YARDS. 


The butchers’ association of the district of 
Hanover, Germany, have petitioned the So- 
ciety of Prussian Stock Yards Surgeons, 
whose duties include the supervising of all 
the details in regard to stock yard traffie, to 
adopt the following measures: 

1—Feeding of all stock intended for sale 
at live weight price shall be done by the 
stock yards employees only. . 

2—Time for feeding shall be from 4 to 6 
P. M. and 6 to 7:30 A. M. All remnants of 
food left one hour after feeding time to be 
removed. 

3—The barns are to be locked after feeding 
and the keys turned over to the yard super- 
intendent. 

4—The quantity per meal and per head 
shall be: Cattle, 10 Ibs. of hay; calves, 2 
quarts each milk and water; hogs, 4 lbs. bran 
and water. 

5—All stock received prior to the day on 
which they are offered for sale and kept ac- 
cording to rules 1 to 4 are to be marked 
conspicuously to that effect. 

6.—All stock received on the market day 
shall not be fed before being weighed, but 
may be watered.

Rather Normal Conditions—Absence of Ma- 
terial Demand—Fairly Steady Holding of 
Moderate Stocks of Old Oil—Little Talk 
as Yet on the New Crop Deliveries. 


The market gives out, just now, little 
that is interesting. It shows essentially the 
line of prices that prevailed in the previous 
week, although in a somewhat nominal way; 
there are few buyers, and the market carried 
along on the fairly steady basis by the hold- 
ing interests more on the knowledge of the 
moderate stocks of the old oil to be had and 
with, on their part, the belief of an antici- 
pated consumption using them up by the time 
the new crop season is reached. 

It is rarely that more than small lots are 
taken by buyers, and of these small lots there 
is undoubtedly steady consumption, with, at 
this writing, 4lc. being paid for them for the 
prime summer yellow for August delivery. 

The market misses demand of consequence 
from the compound makers, as well as from 
the large soapmakers, both of which consum- 
ing interest, however, have more freely drawn 
upon their held or accumulated stocks within 
the last week than for several weeks before. 

In other words, there has been a larger 
business in manufactured goods that’ take 
cottonseed oil for their make within the last 
ten days than previously for some time; 
therefore that the compound makers are 
busier producing than for some time before, 
and that they have made substantial inroads 
into their accumulations of cottonseed oil. 

There is no possibility of any re-selling 
being done of the oil by the compound 
makers in the time from this along to the 
new crop season; indeed, most of the com- 
pound makers, as it would seem now, will 
have to do some re-supplying upon the open 
market before the new season is reached, as 
the prospects of consumption of compound 
lard, and which are much brighter than they 
were several weeks since are highly encour- 
aging under the demoralization then from 
the pure lard market. 

The fact of the matter is that when the 
compound lard was put down in price \c., 
in the previous week it awakened attention 
of buyers, those who distribute it to con- 
sumers, all around. These buyers found that 
the consumption of compound lard had not 
abated materially in the late shrinkage in

values of pure lard; they had not cared in 
the late period of a declining tendency in 
the lard market with the prices of the com- 
pounds, held steady through it to stock up 
freely for distribution with the compounds; 
their stocks, however, had run low, and when 
7c. was made at the trading price for the 
compounds, as against a 7%4c. price, that 
which had been held, the buyers thought the 
opportunity had come to take up the com- 
pounds freely, since the prices of the com- 
pounds must be considered of remarkably low 
value by this late decline considering the 
fact of the steady firm cost of cotton oil and 
the hardening prices for oleo-stearine, by 
which the compound makers are working on 
a narrower margin of profit than usual. 

And the soap business is good all over the 
country, which takes up in large volume cot- 
tonseed oil goods, as well as the tallow prod- 
ucts; and by that much the old crop cotton 
oil in soap manufacturers’ hands being rapid- 
ly absorbed, however quiet the demands are 
from them for the oil upon the open mar- 
ket, but which latter it is now believed will 
show more vitality as the season wears along. 

There are few sellers of the oil for near de- 
liveries. Those people who have most of the 
moderate stock of the old oil want it for 
their own use. Occasional straggling lots 
come out, and in this way about 1,100 bbls. 
prime yellow have been sold for delivery this 
month at 4le.; but 4lc. is now more an ask- 
ing price for lots of about 100 bbls., although 
it is doubtful if there are sellers of round 
lots even at above that price; indeed, even 
more money could be made for prompt deliv- 
ery, yet the asking basis is a wholly nominal 
one for large lots. 

At this writing it is expected that there 
will be a little demand from the shorts be- 
fore the close of the month for several hun- 
dred barrels, and which may quicken the mar- 
ket temporarily, although nothing as yet 
transpired from shorts. September delivery 
of prime yellow would hardly bring over 40c., 
and 100 bbls. were sold at that, yet closing 
held a little steadier, as affected slightly by 
the firmness shown on the August delivery; 
but demands are very slack for this later de- 
livery. 

There is continued indifference over trading 
in new crop deliveries both by sellers and 
buyers. 

Indeed, the mills are even more cautious this 
week than previously latterly over offering 
new crop oil, and because of the less assuring 
cotton crop reports, those from Texas espe- 
cially which may mean a good deal of dam- 


age to the cotton crop; indeed, there is more 
alarm this week over a shortened cotton crop 
than at any other time this season. 

Yet the cotton crop should this year be a 
large one for expectations of low priced seed; 
and low priced seed wonld seem to be neces- 
sary to have cotton oil compete successfully 
with annual fats through the coming season. 

More than ordinarily, however, there is 
uncertainty concerning the extent of the cot- 
ton crop because of the extreme lateness of it 
as well as from the serious reports concern- 
ing damage to it in certain more important 
sections. : 

An ordinary in volume cotton crop, while 
an exceptionally large one is needed this 
year, may mean marked indifference on the 
part of the planters in selling seed, especially 
in view of the good financial condition of the 
South, after the profitable prices on the pre- 
vious year’s cotton crop. And it would be a 
deplorable feature in the coming year to have 
other than low prices for seed, considering 
the fact that all seed fats will have to work 
against exceptionally large supplies of cattle 
and hog fats, and that to move out an ordi- 
nary production of cotton oil that prices will 
have to come about for it to encourage ex- 
port business. 

The mills are, as a whole, against selling 
new crop oil until the cotton crop gives more 
reliable gigns of its outcome, whereby they 
could get a line on prices of seed. There 
have, however, been a few other sellers of 
new crop oil, and at about 36%4c. for prime 
yellow in New York for October delivery, 
with 36c. bid and at about 35%c. bid for 
November and 35c. bid for December deliv- 
eries. New crude, tanks, at mills offered at 
29¢e. for October. It looks, with the late cot- 
ton crop, as though little new oil could be 
had in October, and that the price in that 
month would be closer the left over prices 
for old oil, whatever may happen to the mar- 
ket for the new oil as the season advances. 
Moreover, that great risk is taken in selling 
it. 

Our buyers are equally indifferent over 
trading in new crop oil, and because they can- 
not see why with the probable abundant sup- 
plies of hog and beef fats through the com- 
ing year how the prices of cotton oil can be 
sustained through it; and they prefer to wait 
until the new season is fully opened to show 
abundant supplies of the new oil and its 
prices. 

The prospects of the new crop season for 
all fats, as favoring buyers, does not affect 
the market value of the current holdings of 
old crop oil, because of the statistical posi- 
tion of the old oil. In the limited supplies of 
it to be had, however, buyers are kept 
quiet for it as pending the new season’s sup- 
plies and general development. 
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There is no question, however, but that 
all other fat markets than cotton oil are even 
now suffering somewhat from the apprehen- 
sion of weak prices in the new crop season, 
both as to demands and prices, since buyers 
naturally do not care to take supplies beyond 
actual needs. 

That the lard market has been spurted oc 
cassionally in the way of manipulation and 
as against shorts in it, and posibly, as well, 
with a view of holding the price up to sell 
the October option means little as concerns 
the active position of the market for the 


product, and which should be likely to be 
influenced by the steadily accumulating 
stocks of the lard, the liberal supplies and 


heavy weights of the hogs, present and pros- 
pective, and the very conservative European 
and home buying of the lard. The best indi- 
cation of the slackness of the lard market is 
through the efforts to sell cash lots of it by 


outside points at the West at prices fully 
25 points under the cash price at Chicago, 
which latter is based upon the option deal- 
ings. 

The tallow markets over the country are 
firm, but it must be considered that tallow 
continues cheaper than cotton oil, and that 
the latter could get no benefit from the pres- 
ent appearance of the tallow market; ordi- 
narily, as is well understod, tallow stands 
actually and relatively higher than cotton oil. 

The Hull (Eng.) market is 6d. lower, quoted 

t 24s. 3d. 

It must be considered by the cotton oil 
people that the old oil will have an extra 
month’s consumption into the new crop sea- 
son because of the lateness of the new crop 
ef cotton. Through August of last year 
fully 250,000 bales new crop cotton was mar- 
keted, while this year thus far there have 
been no important supplies of new cotton. 


Therefore the cotton crop is at least three 
weeks later than ordinarily: it means that 
the new crop oil will be marketed that much 
later. Indeed traders who have expectations 
of some low prices of the oil for next season 
have been compelled to think that they are 
not a possibility in the early part of it, and 
that in view of cotton and corn crop news 
this week that the oil season may be fairly 
well advanced before buyers can get any ad- 
vantage over it.

Weekly Review 


TALLOW.—tThe firmer tone, as was point- 
ed out in our previous week’s review, is very 
well maintained to the close of this week. 
Indeed, it would be more difficult to buy the 
ordinary soapmaking grades of the tallow ex- 
cept at some further adance at our eastern 
markets and an advance has been secured at 
the west. 

The demands are not at all lively, but they 
are steady and they easily use up the current 
modified in extent productions. 

It is rather the point of the market that as 
the consumption of tallow is greater than 
ordinarily by the soapmakers, and because tal- 
low is cheap by comparison with the prices of 
palm oil and cotton oil that the productions 
of tallow, which have fallen off as usual in 
the summer months, are closely bought up, 
therefore that there is no more of it now being 
made than needed for prompt consumption. 

Moreover, some of the pressers are once 
more making oleo oil, and some portion of the 
fat is going back to its ordinary channel of 
use, thus further diminishing the make of tal- 
low. Although oleo oil, and oleo stearine, are 
at low prices, the fact is that it is more profit- 
able to make them, as compared with the mar- 
ket prices for tallow. 

It will be several weeks yet before the make 
of tallow can become large, to the time for the 
fall marketing of cattle in larger volume and 
better condition, although for the summer sea- 
son the cattle are of better quality than usual. 

If the soapmakers’ wants are now the main 
reliance for the strength of the tallow mar- 
ket, in their current and prospective attitude, 
it follows that if the compound makers become 
as actively interested in taking the tallow as 
through the spring and earlier months, that the 
conditions of the market would be of an even 
more confident order. 

But there is no near prospect of the com- 
pound makers being materially interested in 
buying the tallow; the high grades of it are 
therefore not as strong in price as the under 
qualities, although they are fairly well sup- 
ported. 

City, hhds., now 4%4c. asked, with 45¢c. bid 
while 200 tes. city sold this week at 5c.; yet 
nice out-of-town in tierces is offered at 4%c. 
The London sale on Wednesday was variously 
reported unchanged to 3d. higher, but prob- 
ably: was 3d. higher, with 1,500 casks offered 
and 1,050 casks sold.

Country made is kept well cleaned up at 
strong prices, as the soapmakers want it 
promptly; indeed more of it could be handled 
here at the current market prices; sales of 
325,000 pounds, in lots, at 554@B5c., as to qual- 
ity, chiefly at 4%@4%c., and only exceptional 
lots reaching 5c., and rarely. 

The western markets are in good shape, 
where there does not appear to be marked ac- 
cumulations of desirable stock, and where the 
soapmakers are steady buyers, with prime 
packers, in tierces, quoted at 4%4@b5c., with 





sales of 1,500 tierces at the west, chiefly at 
4%, c., part at 5e. 

There is no export demand here yet, the 
consumption of the tallow in the United King- 
dom and Continental markets is enlarging, as 
the beef fat is, as well, cheaper there than 
some other soap materials, although there have 
been some large sales latterly in England to 
the soapmakers there and which has advanced 
the price of palm oil. 

L...~..R.—While the New York market 
does not show bidding better than 4%c. for 
city, hhds., yet the melters are talking their 
asking price way up to 5c. The weekly con- 
tract deliveries were made on the basis of the 
last sale or at 4»s for city, hbds. 

OLEO STEARINE.—The tone of affairs is 
a little more confident, and notwithstanding a 
moderate increase of production, since supplies 
are not large after the fair sales of the pre- 
vious week, it requires only a little demand to 
strengthen pressers’ views. The pressers are 
heginning to make oleo oil again, notwith- 
standing the considered low prices for oleo 
oil and its dullness, and the strong market for 
tallow; yet the prices for the stearine and oil 
together are much more profitable than those 
for tallow. 

The amount of fat now collected is so much 
less than that of a few weeks since that the 
fact of some resumption of pressing has less 
than the ordinary significance. The com- 
pound makers have not as a rule cared to pay 
over 7c. in New York, and bought 100,000 
pounds at 7c., but the later market is 714c. 
bid, and a lot of 100,000 pounds was taken 
perhaps for investment at Tic. Chicago 
holds at 7%c., with 7%<c. bid in instances.

GREASE STEARINE.—Stocks are moder- 
ate; not much demand; yellow quoted at 44@

LARD OIL.—Manufacturers are buying 
small lots only; no disposition to stock up 
ahead; prime quoted 65@66c. Some western 
lots are held at an advance of 2c. for the 
week. 

CORN OIL.—Stocks are not urgently of- 
fered ; there is a little more demand and firm- 
ness. Car lots quoted at $3.80, and jobbing 
quantities at $4. 

PALM OIL.—While demands here are very 
slack, yet holders are not offering much and 
ask very strong prices, or up to 5c. for red 
and 6@6\4c. for Lagos, because of the higher 
cost of importation. It is understood that

CATTLE.—The receipts of cattle Mon- 
day foted up to 22,663. It was anticipated 
that the run would be far in excess of this 
number and the demand was splendid. In 
consequence, prices were forced up 10@15c. 
per cwt., and in some cases an advance of 
2e. per cwt. was shown. Butchers’ stock 
mostly 10@20c. higher. Bulls slow sale at 
steady prices compared with the closing quo- 
tions of last week. Stockers and feeders 
were in good demand and showed an ad- 
vance of 10@15c. generally. Canners and 
cutters strong, but not materially higher. 
The advance was generally 30@40c. from last 
Thursday’s quotations. The extreme top of 
the market was $5.90 for 17 Angus weighing 
1,358 lbs. On Tuesday, with 6,655 cattle on 
sale, there was no showing of strength in the 
eattle situation owing to anticipated heavy 
runs Wednesday, but to-day the run was not 
as heavy as anticipated, receipts being esti- 
mated at 27,000 and the demand was again 
Al, with the result that prices for the good 
kinds soared higher, the top being $6.lu per 
ewt. for 20 steers averaging 1,521 lbs. These 
eattle were a mixed lot of grade Durhams, 
Herefords and Angus fed on ground corn 
and cotton seed meal since last February 
by B. H. Schooler of Grant City, Mo., and 
bought to-day by the United Dressed Beef 
Company. The common and medium grades 
of cattle ruled about steady. The demand 
is good, as stated above and cattle are being 
rapidly absorbed. 

HOGS.—In the hog department the trade 
has been rather uneven and uncertain for the 
week. Receipts Monday were 26,279 and 
owing to the light run priees advanced 10@ 
15e., and in some cases 25c. advance was 
shown, but these instances were rather rare, 
with the bulk of the hogs selling at lu@15c. 
advance. The late trade, however, was de- 
cidedly weak. 
with bulk going at $5.25@$5.75. On Tues- 
day, with 12,015 receipts there apparently 
was but little demand for hogs and the trade

Hot weather with 
oceasional showers has greatly benefitted the 
corn crop, and there has been a big improve- 
ment in the demand for stockers and feed- 
ers. Prices are fully a quarter better than 
they were at the low time two weeks ago, 
and the demand has exceeded the supply 
for some time.

The advance has been greatest on the lighter 
grades, in fact the premium for these grades 
is so great that the range of prices is wider 
than it has been for many months. The de- 
mand is good from all classes of buyers, and 
there has been quite a little inquiry for ship- 
ping account. Now that the big bulk of the 
corn cattle have been marketed, dealers fig- 
ure that there will not be a great many hogs 
coming for some time, and the tone to the 
trade is generally rather bullish.

GENERAL LIVESTOCK SITUATION. 
(Special Letter to The National Provisioner from the 
Mallory Commission Co.) 

CATTLE.—The strength that has been ap- 
parent, especially among the good kinds of 
corn-fed cattle, still remains, notwithstand- 
ing the very liberal receipts. To-day, the 
first time for many months, we see our best 
native cattle selling at 6c. We have for sev- 
eral weeks felt very strong on the market, 
and see no reason to change our views regard- 
ing the present and future cattle market for 
the right kinds. The bulk of choice cattle 
selling to-day from $5.40 to $5.75, with good 
to choice $5 to $5.40. The supply of medium 
and inferior cattle has been very heavy, and 
has caused a very slow movement for this 
kind, prices ruling 10 to 15e. lower than last 
Monday, the bulk of medium to good class 
selling from $4.50 to $5; common kinds, $3.75 
to $4.25. 

The receipts from the West are very liberal 
and prices are lower, the bulk selling from 
$3.30 to $3.75, with a few extra choice 
bunches from $4 to $4.50. We look for con- 
tinued liberal receipts from the far West, 
and believe this will have the effect of hold- 
ing down the price of our native grades that 
are not good enough for the killers. 

The receipts of butcher stock continue lib- 
eral, but the demand has been very good, 
especially on the corn-fed grades, and prices 
have been well sustained. We look for con- 
tinued liberal receipts of this class, but think 
the demand will take all the good stock that 
arrives at steady prices, the good to choice 
cows and heifers selling from $3.50 to $4.25. 


There was also a little improvement in the . 


canners and cutters, which are now selling 
from $2 to $2.75. Stockers and feeders in 
moderate supply, with a fair demand and 
bulk of the good feeders selling from $3.50 
to $4.25. 

HOGS.—Receipts of hogs moderate, de- 
mand very good, especially on desirable 
grades, and good light hogs are selling from 
$5.75 to $6; prime butchers, $5.50 to $5.75; 
prime heavy, $5.35 to $5.60; fair to good 
packing hogs, $5 to $5.25; good prime pack- 
ing, $5.20 to $5.50. 

SHEEP.—The supply of sheep and lambs 
this week was the heaviest of any time this 
season, and all classes of lambs are about 

25c. lower than one week ago, while sheep are 
only 10c. lower. 

Had it not been for the extremely heavy 
orders for feeding sheep and lambs there is 
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no telling where this market would have 
gone this week. However, the country is 
“bullish” on sheep and lambs, and it looks as 
if they were going to feed more of them this 
year than ever before, and this caused the 
packers to purchase at much better figures 
than they would have had they had their 
own way.

TALLOW, GREASE, OIL, ETC. 
(Special Letter to The National Provisioner from 
George M. Sterne & Son.) 
Chicago, August 26. 

Our provision market closes decidedly 
stronger on the Sept. and Oct. options, though 
the full advance made on Monday is not quite 
sustained. Sept. pork, lard and ribs, after 
selling about 40c. per bbl., 47%4c., and 50c. 
per 100 lbs. higher, closed to-day 12c. per 
bbl., 40c., and 32c. per 100 lbs. higher, with 
October not quite so much up, and the 
January and May only slightly higher. The 
advance on last Thursday’s receipts of hogs 
proved somewhat smaller ; cash demand a little 
better and when shorts attempted to cover, 
brokers supposed to represent the bull leaders 
helped to bid up the Sept. and Oct. options. It 
looks as if a concerted movement to advance 
these near options, in order to help prices of 
cash product had been successfully made, and 
if the packers hold together and do not at- 
tempt to sell out on each other, a higher range 
may be established and held until the con- 
sumptive demand increases to a point where 
inside support will be unnecessary. The larger 
receipts of hogs the past two or three days 
may interfere with the bull campaign, as 
packers are indisposed to load up with heavy 
hogs and their products until they see a 
more active shipping demand for meats and 
lard. Considerable sales of refined lard have 
been reported daily of late and the price of 
loose has been moved up to within 60c. per 
100 Ibs. of the September option, but good 
steam lard is still seHing considerably lower 
at the seaboard than in Chicago. Hog re 
ceipts to-day west are larger than for some 
days past, 82,300 against 61,900 last week, and 
50,000 last year. If hogs continue to come in 
such quantities as this, with the much heav- 
ier weights (251 Ibs. av. last week, against 
248 Ibs. av. previous week, 246 Ibs. av. last 
year, and 238 Ibs. av. two years ago), it may 
prove very difficult to sustain this recent ad- 
vance.

ROCHESTER BUTCHERS’ STATEMENT. 
The Rochester retail market owners have 

issued the following statement to the public 

in their present fight against the demands of 

their employees: 

To Our Customers and the Public: 

At the present stage of intense labor agi- 
tation and commercial unrest the attention 
of the public is very largely atracted to labor 
unions and the arbitrary and malicious activ- 
ities of their walking delegates and business 
agents. 

As an incident in the great system of 
tyranny with which labor is attempting to 
yoke the public, the troubles of our local 
meat markets have, no doubt, become known 
to you. The union which is at present en- 
gaged in a controversy with us has recently 
become so uniformly unreasonable and un- 
reasoning, so tyrannical and autocratic, and 
so utterly devoid of justice and fair play 
and a decent exercise of common sense, that 
as a result it has not only estranged the sym- 
pathies of the thinking public, but it has also 
incurred the hostility and reproach of our 
citizens. Vainglorious and pompous from 
its successes of the more recent past, its 
walking delegates and business agents have 
finally overeached their natural purposes and 
decent objects of organized labor, and have 
become so inflated with a sense of omnipo- 
tence because they have acquired certain 
commendable ends that they have set them- 
selves up as irresponsible dictators in our 
business without consulting either common 
sense or conscience. 

We have absolutely no difference with our 
employees so far as they might relate to the 
conditions of employment. We are willing to 
pay, and have ben paying wages which were 
and are satisfactory to our employees. The 
question of wages is not concerned in the 
present dispute. The hours of labor hitherto 
prescribed and at present obtaining are satis- 
factory to both sides, and there is no ques- 
tion as to hours in the present controversy. 
We believe that a fair day’s work is entitled 
to a fair day’s pay, and we believe that the 
hours of labor should be sufficiently restricted 
to enable every man the leisure for enjoy- 
ment, which we ourselves desire. 

Neither is there in this controversy any 
question of membership in a labor organiza- 
tion. We care not whether our employees 
are union men, or whether they are of any 
particular faith or are allied with any par- 
ticular political party. Such questions do 
not concern us; and in the present contro- 
versy there is no question as to whether or 
not our employees shall be union men. All 
these things they themselves admit. They 
have made demands, however, which we be- 
lieve are an attack upon our freedom of con- 
tract. The whole difficulty is that they have 
insisted we shal not buy our meats from 
whom we choose, unless by their leave, and 
in particular that we shall not purchase our 
supplies of the Rochester Packing and Cold 
Storage Company. 

We have taken the stand that as Ameri- 
can citizens we have the right to buy our 
goods wherever we choose, provided we make 
« No illegal contracts, and that to submit such 
a freedom of contract would be accompanied 
by a loss of self-respect. 

In maintaining our rights, as we conceive 
them, we have derogated from one of the 
imaginary powers of the business agent—that 
of absolute dictation as to how a man who 
employs union men shall conduct his busi- 
ness. They are attempting to enforce this 
power which they claim for themselves, by 
means of a boycott, and which we are resist- 
ing as being utterly at variance with our 
constitutional rights. 

These walking delegates and business 
agents openly boast that ‘they will force us 
either to bow to their omnipotence or to 
draw our shutters, put away our tools and 
some other occupation. They are in 





effect asserting a doctrine of contract, ex- 
cept by their grace, and no personal liberty, 
except within a labor union. To this we can 
only reassert the doctrine that all men are 
free and equal, and that labor unions have 
not yet become the final arbiters of the acts 
of individuals who are not allied with them. 

This controversy is plainly a clash of prin- 
ciples in which our opponents are insisting 
upon a right which it will do them no good 
to obtain, and which they are insisting upon 
merely to show their power and to secure to 
themselves the position which they desire to 
occupy, viz.: that of a dictator in other peo- 
ple’s affairs. 

One of the most intolerable elements of the 
controversy is the personality and manner of 
their walking delegates. Knowing nothing 
of business courtesy and blinded by the power 
they deem themselves to possess, these walk- 
ing delegates and business agents suddenly 
thrust into prominence from positions of ob- 
security, arrogantly stalk into our places of 
business and treat us with scant courtesy 
and with insult by peremptorily ordering 
changes to be made. This interference with 
our business was unbearable. We desire to 
use organized labor with the utmost fairness. 
We desire and have in the past been paying 
wages which were satisfactory to them, and 
have established hours of labor which met 
with no complaint. These are rights which 
they can in good conscience insist upon, and 
from these rights we do not care to derogate 
in the least particular; but, on the other 
hand, we have squarely planted ourselves 
upon the principles of justice, fair play and 
the freedom of contract, and we likewise in- 
sist that our right to buy our meats where 
we choose shall not be irfterfered with by 
any one. From this position we shall not 
recede, and we are determined that these 
rights shall be conceded to us. We could 
adopt no other attitude, unless we renounce 
as farcical the principles upon which our 
government is planted, and bow to the des- 
potism which it is attempted to set up with- 
in our free republic. 

You, our customers, may aid us or injure 
us, just as you decide whether we are right 
or wrong, bearing in mind that if the union 
and its walking delegates can dictate to us 
where we may buy, they will next dictate to 
us where we shall sell; and if we are de- 
feated, it is only a question of time when 
other trades will be attacked and the same 
autocratic powers insisted upon with refer- 
ence to them. 

Labor is entitled to much consideration, 
and we should be sorry not to be among the 
first to recognize its’ rights and to concede 
its privileges, but when all the conditions of 
labor are satisfactory, labor must then be 
satisfied. It must not assume to inject itself 
into other men’s contracts, and it must not 
assume to itself a divine right to meddle, 
molest and persecute. 

If you believe as we do, stamp our posi- 
tion with your approval by doing what you 
can to aid us, and give that approval some 
tangible, practical form by trading with the 
markets which are being run on the principles 
which stand for a decent equality of men.

BEWARE OF SOAP POWDERS IN SWILL. 


The “Farmers’ Review” 
ever as follows: 

“There are a number of common things not 
usaully suspected of being injurious that are 
in reality fraught with danger to swine. 
While, for instance, salt may be given to hogs 
in fair quantities with impunity and the 
same may be said of saltpeter, it is a fact 
that brine proves deadly when thrown into 
the swill barrel or kitchen slop. The exact 
reason for this is unknown, but there is some- 
thing deadly about the combination that 
surely sets up inflammation of the bowels 
and fatal enteritis. This is also true of 
kitchen slop in some instances. In the old 
days it was a non-injurious custom to feed 
dishwater to swine, but of late, since soap 
powders came into such general use, this 
cannot be done with impunity, and indeed 
has often led to the most fatal results. Hotel 
and restaurant swill is the most dangerous, 
and those who remove refuse from such 
places should always make sure that soap 
powders are not used. The importance of so 
doing is emphasized by the fact that we have 
known of several deadly outbreaks of so- 
called cholera or swine plague which proved 
to be enteritis, due to the poison in city 
swill. We note, too, that an English writer 
claims that the water in which potatoes 
have been boiled is quite injurious to young 
pigs. The potato belongs to the order Solan- 
aceew, and contains an active poison known 
as Solanin. This is largely found in the skins 
of sun-greened potatoes, and these should be 
avoided as food for man and beast alike.”
